In the year 2000 more than 24 tons of food 
which equates to 63,029 meals were 
distributed to 51,207 women, men and 
children. Through the clothing distribution 
several thousand items which included 600 
winter coats were provided to more than 3400 
people. During the Thanksgiving and 
Christmas holidays, 1750 people received 
food baskets and 1500 toys were distributed 
to children. The holiday distribution is 
coordinated by the St. James Women’s 
Missionary Society through the referral 
services 975 people were referred to shelters 
or other social service agencies and 379 
people with substance abuse problems to the 
Center for Family Life 


The St. James Intergenerational After School 
Program provides a safe, nurturing learning 
environment for children ages 5 - 14 years of 
age during the after school hours. With 
educational excellence and cultural 
awareness being its focus, an average of 40 - 
45 children participated in the program. A 
new eighteen terminal computer laboratory 
brings added value to the program. 


St. James Safe Haven Summer Camp under 
the directorship of Rev. Deborah Richardson, 
has a goal of providing a safe, fun filled, 
educational, and culturally enriched 
environment during the summer months for 
youth ages 5 through 14. During the summer 
of 2000, the camp expanded to host 110 
children and was housed in St. James 
Preparatory School 


St. James Center for Family Life, a 
comprehensive free health-care clinic is 
located in the St. James Family Development 
Center. Headed by Nurse Luretha M 
Stribling, the center is open weekdays and 
since its inception has served more than 
2600 patients. Under the auspices of St 
Barnabas Healthcare System, the center has 
received major funding from the Healthcare 
Foundation of New Jersey and the Robert 
Wood Johnson Foundation 


The Brownfields Environmental Worker's 
Training Program is a partnership with the 
newly formed New Jersey/New York 
Environmental Worker Training Consortium. 
Housed in the Blake House the program 
provides training in the construction trades 
The initial class has 30 men and women 
participants.
